thi& was done with a rapidity that was almost bewilderiny. 
Some of the written questions submitted he read. without looking 
at them, pointing out the persons who had handed thew up. 

Having given à шеззаде to à lady present, the purport of 
which was not clear to. the audience, but the significance and 
aceuracy of which were acknowledged by the recipient, Mr. 
Slater suddenly added, * Were you talking about a dentist to- 
day !' *'Yes, жаз е геріу. * Well, you go and yet that tooth 
fixed, because it is troubling you.

The test involved here was, of course, comparatively unim- 
portant, but the suddenness of the remark, and its apparent 
irrélevance to the preceding message, had из effect оп the 
audience. 

' Lsee a little boy,' said Mr. Slater next, and proceeded to 
minutely deseribe the child, who, he stated, carried a large 
bunch of fowers in his hand.

He wants 
me to send his love to you, The flowers are emblematic of his 
love. but they also signify adisappointment.' The lady admitted 
the description, but did not understand the disappointment.

who accompanied her received these remarks with expressions 
of profound satisfaction, whieh showed that however obscure 
the references might be to the rest of the audience, they had а 
vital signifteance to the persons concerned. In addition to these 
tesis Mr. Slater repeated а conversation whieh had passed be- 
tween thís lady and her friends before coming to the hall, 
which was acknowledged amid much laughter to be quite correct. 

These are buta few exemples hastily selected. from a very 
lwge number of tests given hy Mr. Slater оп this. particular 
evenimg. Not the least noticeable. feazurv about these delinea- 
tions is the rapidity with whieh they were rattled off. The re- 
porter frequently toils after him in vain ; indeed, as Mr. Slater 

оп one occasion, sume of the most expert stenographers 
on the New York Press have tried. without sueeess to secure a 
verbatim note of his hghtning utteranees. — Bat this has its 
compensations in tbe great number vf. descriptions which he is 
thus enabled to erowd into an hour or two, thereby giving а large 
propertion of his audience an opportunity Lo secure a simple of 
his powers, 

Mr. Slater concluded the meeting with a short address, in 
the course of which he enforced some home-truths in connection 
with mediumship. It is not posible to do more than record 
опе of the plessing thoughts t» which he gave expression in tho 
vourse of his remarks. *Life,' he said, *is like a. bird опа 
bough. The bough breaks and the bird flies away. Truly a 
striking Hgure to describe the soul's independence of uaterial con- 
ditions—an independence which in another phase is illustrated 
by the psychical powers of the medium himself. р.

It is not a variation of 
ourmodern playing-eards, but the prototype of which they are 
the meagre апа mutilated descendants. Тло Tarot is neither 
fundamentally a method оѓ fortune telling nor а game, though 
it ean be used аз both ; by the elaim which is made for it, it is 
nothing less than the original symbolical book of humanity ; that 
is to say, it contains in a series of seventy-eight emblems the 
hieratie seerets of primitive wisdom and the mysteries of antique 
initiation. "These mysteries being substantially the same in all 
countries, its symbols have been indifferently attributed to 
Hermes, Thoth, Cadmus, Palamedes, Enoch, and. other persons, 
less or more mythical, of the remote past. "Тһе evidence for 
this tremendous antiquity is not altogether clear, as need 
seureely be said, though Dr. Emncausse regards the claim as 
demonstrated. 10 would be impossible to examine it in this 
place, but it may be roughly said to rest, in the main, upon the 
correspondence between (ће Tarot and Jewish Kabbalah, and 
the antiquity of.

Every age, 1 believe, has had its own forms and habits of 
thinking, its own prevailing ideas, its own methods of. research, 
its own peculiar applications of logieal analysis ; and as these all 
enter into the very frame work of our mental operations, it is in- 
evitablethat еу should intluence the whole process by which our 
conceptions of the Supreme Power is concerned.
